The Threat Remains 


PORTSMEN who hoped that the Sunday observance laws would be reviewed in the 
S near future should not be disappointed because the initial skirmish has failed. When 
the House of Commons debated the motion to set up a select committee to study current 
legislation—much of which dates from the 17th century—very few members were sitting 
and, as suggested in last week’s issue, those who spoke gave the impression that they had 
devoted very little thought to the subject. It is likely that the matter will be raised again, 
probably on a different basis and at a more opportune time. Support from M.P.s will 
depend on the indications they receive that their constituents want the anomalies remedied. 
Obviously, therefore, motor cyclists who object to the continued threat to their sport must 
play their part by writing to their M.P.s. 

After the notorious case in 1956 when the North-Western Centre lost its appeal against 
a fine for holding a scramble on a Sunday, organizers have kept on the right side of the 
law by not charging the public for admission. Various indirect means of making Sunday 
meetings pay their way were introduced—and, in some cases, straightforward admission 
—_ have been made without legal action following—but the position is far from 
satisfactory. The implications of the Acts are so wide that almost any form of organized 
sport on Sundays could be construed as illegal, especially while a small but bigoted 
minority movement is anxious to use any legal weapon at its disposal. . Those who seek 
revision of the Acts have no wish torun counter to the various religious principles in regard 
to Sunday; all they ask is that legislation should be in keeping with the times. 


| Get the Best Possible 


OGGLES are as.characteristic a feature of the motor-cycle game as motor cycles 
themselves. They are small, relatively simple, and their manufacture would appear 
to offer very few problems. Why, then, are there so many complaints about draughts, brief 
life, overmuch weight, poor vision? As usual there are several answers. Perhaps the 
most obvious one is based on cost—on the fact that enthusiasts in general are prepared to . 
pay only so much, tending to regard their goggles as expendable items of equipment to be 
replaced at regular intervals. 


It is an age-old axiom that quality has to be paid for. Therefore, those with shallow 
purses should seek as many of the desirable attributes of the best goggles as can be 
obtained. Are the goggles light? If not, is the headband sufficiently robust to haye more 
than a few weeks’ life? When a safety helmet is worn, is one’s vision obstructed by the 
top part of the facepiece? Is the fitting of the lenses into their frames secure and 
draughtproof? If the eyepieces are in celluloid, are replacements readily obtainable at 
prices one can afford? The desiderata list is lengthy. To regard goggles as of little 
importance is unwise. The aim should be to obtain the best possible within a particular 
price range—and to inspect carefully before buying. 








Comments 


Road Condition and Distance 


E all realize that the average motorist—no matter what 

he handles—is slowed by roads which are not in ideal 
condition, if merely owing to a light carpet of snow. But a 
member of the staff of our associated journal The Autocar 
discovered during the snow period that along one of his most 
familiar runs on which his speedometer trip recorder norm- 
ally registers 96 miles, it had that day registered 111 miles. 
The route is not exceptionally hilly yet wheelspin had caused 
an increase of approximately 16 per cent. Evidence is lacking 
as to how much of the slip had occurred on adverse grades 
and how much in restarting from rest or accelerating after a 
mild traffic check. Solo motor cycles are in a different category. 
It is unlikely that any of us on two wheels would register 
such an increase in similar circumstances for the simple reason 
that we would be repeatedly falling on our ear. Nevertheless, 
it would be interesting to know whether any appreciable 
increase in apparent solo mileage occurs on a journey of known 
length when the roads are icy. 


One Coil per Cylinder 
ISTORY repeats itself. On page 324 of our March 13 
issue an R.A.PF. engineer discusses aircraft engines 
equipped with an A.C. generator and one coil per cylinder. 
When Henry Ford produced his famous Model T (of which, 
reputedly, 26 million were ultimately sold), he used precisely 
this system. The car had a flywheel generator and the four

coils were mounted in a neat case on the dashboard. They 
were all trembler coils which buzzed audibly as they operated. 
Hence even in the heart of China or Africa mechanics with 
yellow or black skins rapidly learned how to locate a misfire. 
But today the scheme of separate coils is not confined to the 
aircraft engine referred to earlier. Motor-cycle examples are 
the Villiers 2T twin and the LE and Valiant Velocettes while 
in the car world—to mention but one—the DS19 Citroen 
has separate coils for each of its four cylinders. 


“Your Life in Their Hands” 


MARKED feature of the current TV series dealing with 
the work of hospitals is the unmistakeable earnestness 
of doctors and surgeons in preaching the remarkable preven- 
tive value of safety helmets. The March 11 instalment dealt 
with surgery of the brain. Both surgeons begged us to wear 
helmets on all our rides. They also showed us a shaven head 
on which the crack-lines of a fractured skull were plainly 
visible, followed by a diagram of the manner in which such 
a fracture might affect the entire brain. When they had done, 
I almost felt one ought to wear a helmet at meals—just in 
case the ceiling fell in. 


Salt on Snow 


R. LESLIE (March 13) mistakes me. I have no objec- 
tion whatever to municipal authorities sprinkling salt 
on snowy streets. In hilly towns traffic would cease to circu- 
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late without such help and in flatter districts accidents would 
be intensified alike in number and severity. The only proper 
topic for debate is whether any imaginable substitute is as 
good a melter of snow as salt without being more expensive 
and without producing corrosion of metal vehicles. I am only 
familiar with three commonly used materials: salt, sand and 
cinders. In my youth in the north of England cinders from 
municipal slagheaps were in general use. They helped us to 
keep our feet but often the accumulated snow was very 
expensive to remove.

N the post this morning I received—unsought—pictures of 
two machines which I rode about 1903 and of which I had 
not seen illustrations for many years. One was a Dennis Speed 
King tricycle with De Dion engine and Dupont two-speed 
gear, the other a 13-h.p. Ormonde with its engine tucked in 
between the rear wheel and the saddle tube. (If one was rash 
enough to ride the Ormonde in a bathing suit one registered 
electric shocks up one thigh as the sparking plug protruded 
laterally.)

The tricycle used silently to shed the fork 
operating its gear change, the loss being perceptible only when 
one subsequently needed low gear for a steep hill. (Dupont 
maintained no spares in this country; at last in a rage I ordered 
half a dozen forks from Paris.)

Consequently I was always 
besieged by small boys begging for a stand-up ride on the 
steps with their arms round my neck. I knew the machine was 
naturally very tail heavy. How tail heavy I failed to realize 
until I tried to start it from rest up a modest hill with a plump 
little nephew on the steps. It promptly turned a back somer- 
sault, after which the little nephew’s mother treated me coldly 
for years. He was under both the trike and me when folk 
came to the rescue. 


Paul Kelecom 


HE Ormonde engine was designed by and made for a 
certain Paul Kelecom, who had some very bright ideas 
but was rather short of machine tools. His factory apparently 
was not equal to forming cam, shaft and pinion in one piece. 


So he very pardonably made them as three separate pieces 
and united them by various keys and pins, which in the early 
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days were never fully equal to the loads upon them. So the 
cam gear was an eternal source of anxiety. Monday, all operat- 
ing beautifully. Tuesday, the pinion rotating idly, the cam- 
shaft motionless. Wednesday (after repairs), cog and shaft 
spinning merrily but the cam sourly idle. Its final trick was the 
worst of all. It struck at me 50 miles from civilization in north 
Scotland during an attempt on the End-to-End record. On 
that occasion everything was rotating but the tappets looked 
extremely weary: they were slowly popping about 1mm 
upward and immediately sinking downward again.

The Dead-hand Control 


’ T°HE controls of many electric vehicles such as trains and 

trams include a master switch known as the dead hand. 
It can operate only so long as the driver is applying appreci- 
able pressure to it and is so contrived that, if he slips or falls 
dead, the power supply is instantly cut off. Hence its grue- 
some title. One of our dailies has recently housed a discussion 
between several readers as to whether or not a motor-cycle 
twistgrip should be arranged in similar fashion. There are, 
of course, occasions when a twistgrip that automatically closes 
the throttle when the hand is withdrawn might be deemed 
desirable. It does an engine no good to rev beyond its peak 
with the model lying flat on its side after a spill while the 
owner is cussing vigorously on his back several yards away. 
To my thinking the really crucial pleas for a twistgrip 
which does not automatically close occur with the rider in the 
saddle. I can imagine hosts of occasions when the right hand 
may momentarily quit the bar (e.g., to make a traffic signal, 
to wipe a fly off one’s 
goggles, to salute Diana 
Dors, etc.). When such 
moments coincide with 
thick traffic or cross- 
roads, an engine stop- 
page can be a great 
nuisance. Fortunately, 
the majority of twistgrips 
can be adjusted so that 
they will (a) close when 
the hand is removed or 
(b) retain their setting 
until the hand is re- 
placed. Personally, I am 
all for (b).

Road Impressions of the Lively 174 c.c. Husqvarna Silver Arrow from Sweden 


By VIC WILLOUGHBY 


N Sweden the sales of lightweight motor cycles are 
encouraged by attractively low insurance rates and taxes, 
and by a lower driving licence age limit (16 years as against 

18 years for heavier machines). The weight limit is 75 kilo- 
grammes (165 lb) with full equipment and fuel load, and the 
only restriction on usage is that carrying a pillion passenger 
is illegal. 

Inevitably the concessions have. had their effect and in 
Sweden last year over 6,000 of the 7,600 new motor cycles 
registered (as distinct from scooters and mopeds) were in the 
lightweight category. Naturally, home manufacturers have 
catered for the demand and have developed highly speciali 
models. Of the several newcomers introduced at the Stock- 
holm Show three years ago, the Husqvarna 174 c.c. Silver 
Arrow was the greatest draw and with its later variant, the 
200 c.c. Golden Arrow, has enjoyed much bigger sales than 
competing models from other factories. 

The magnitude of the designer’s task in producing high- 
performance lightweights is perhaps better appreciated when 
it is realized that the weight ceiling is approximately equivalent 
to the ndage of two mopeds of the simplest type. Naturally 
an elaborate a cannot be expected. But in the 
Silver Arrow, Husqvarnas have done extremely well to provide 
front and rear springing fuel and air filters, an efficient silencer, 
adequate lighting and a valanced rear mudguard—and still have 
a few ounces to spare even when the tool kit, tyre pump and 
14-gallon petroil load are included. 

Aluminium alloy is used extensively. In addition to the usual 
items such as cylinder head, power-unit lower castings, hubs 
and brakes, the material is also employed for the cylinder 
barrel (which has the bore hard-chromium plated), mudguards, 
chainguard, wheel rims, rear shock-absorber covers and ends, 
control levers, tyre pump and exhaust-pipe guard. The welded 
frame is made from chrome-molybdenum tubing of 1ljin 
diameter and very light gauge; the lower extremities of the 
front down tube and seat tube are joined by the power 
unit. Cross braced just behind its hog the rear fork is fabri- 
cated by welding, as is the leading-li ront fork. (Six rubber 
bands in tension—three on each side—control the movement

of the front-fork links.) Top and bottom yokes are light steel 
pressings. Brake and gear pedals are tubular. 

Wherever it is safe to do so, steel parts are cut away for 
lightness. But perhaps the most telling indication of the pains 
necessary to achieve the weight target is that the larger of the 
two tommy bars in the tool kit is hollow. 

On the road, the Silver Arrow provided convincing proof of 
most of the advantages claimed for ultra-light weight: accelera- 
tion and hill-climbing were well above average for an under- 
200 c.c. machine, while handling and manhandling were 
absurdly easy. But there was precious little in the Husqvarna’s 
behaviour to support the views of those who argue that more 
weight is necessary to ensure smooth running and stability. 

There was not the remotest impression of flimsiness about 
the model—rather did it feel pleasantly taut. On really bumpy 
surfaces suspension movement proved to be comparatively short 
and firm but it was uate for most main and secondary 
roads. As the S0in wheelbase indicates, the Silver Arrow is 
small. (Width across the footrests is 19in, handlebar span 23in 
and ground clearance 9in—measurements which are reminiscent 
of the factory’s I.S.D.T. models.) Yet the riding position is 
far from being cramped. Only one adjustment is possible— 
to the angle of the handlebar—and that setting is limited by 
the front-brake and clutch-cable adjusters fouling the fork top. 
Nevertheless, the relationship of handlebar, seat and footrests 
is well suited to tall and short riders alike and the 20in-long 
seat offers a variety of positions. The seat is hard, though, 
and rounding of the top edges would enhance comfort. 

At first there seemed to be a slight tendency to understeer 
but that soon esca notice. An absolute minimum of effort 
was required for swinging and, no matter how far the 
model was banked on corners, nothing fouled the ground. 

But the most lasting impression formed on test was of the 
Husqvarna’s vivid getaway and hill-climbing. From a standstill 
the model reached 30 m.p.h. in 4.1s—just over 2s less than the 
average for ten different machines in the 200 c.c. bracket. 
Mean, time to cover a quarter-mile from rest was 20.5s which 
is appreciably better than most machines in the Husqvarna’s 
capacity class and is average for 250 c.c. lightweights capable

Arrow was timed at 61 m.p.h. mean with a one-way speed of 
64 m.p.h. Normal maximum speeds in the lowet gears were 
25 m.p.h. in bottom and 45 m.p.h. in second. 

With such effortless handling and sprightly acceleration, the 
Husqvarna was in its element on narrow, tortuous, secondary 
roads. In heavy traffic, too, it could show a clean pair of heels 
to most vehicles. Long main-road hills were breasted without 
speed falling below 50 m.p.h. When such climbs were tackled 
at 30 m.p.h. in top gear a twist of the throttle sent the speed 
surging upward without hesitation. The engine was absolutely 
Sellen For miles on end a speed of 50 to 55 m.p.h. was 
sustained under average conditions and 60 m.p.h. when the 
going was slightly favourable. A very pleasing trait of the 
engine was its unusually low level of mechanical noise whether 
it was hot or cold. Nor was the exhaust note in any way 
objectionable. 

Under light load the engine two-stroked perfectly except 
when the throttle was almost closed. That meant that firing 
was smooth at 30 m.p.h. in top gear unless there was a follow- 
ing wind or downgrade. If the engine was allowed to fire 
irregularly or to pull at less than 18 <-> in top gear the 
consequent transmission snatch could be felt to an unpleasant 
degree. Otherwise vibration was negligible. 

As felt at the kick-starter, compression was unusually strong 
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The leading links of the rubber-controlled front 
fork are short and the shoe plate is of floating 
pattern. Wheel rims are in light alloy

at all times. Hence a sharp thrust was required to spin the 
engine for starting. However, it was invariably burbling merrily 
by the time the pedal was half-way down its stroke and control 
setting was not at all critical. Idling was average for a two- 
stroke. The air filter trapped practically all blowback and there 
were no oil leakages from engine joints. 

At 30 m.p.h., petroil was used at the rate of 105 m.p.g. and 
at 40 m.p.h. the figure was 94 m.p.g. Hard riding pushed the 
consumption up to 63 m.p.g. and then the small tank capacity 
involved frequent refuelling. With a recommended petrol-oil 
ratio of 25 to 1, the most convenient quantities for replenish- 
ment were 1} gallons of petrol and 4 pint of oil. But unless 
the tank was run dangerously low after turning the tap to 
reserve, the last pint or two spilled over. However, the filler 
cap was completely leakproof even when the tank was full to 
the brim. 

The gear change and neutral selection were a trifle stiff but 
not to an irritating degree; in fact all changes could be made 
rapidly and cleanly. The clutch was smooth in engagement 
and light to operate. Most serious criticism which can be 
levelled at the Husqvarna is its stopping distance of 43ft from 
30 m.p.h. It was easy to lock the rear wheel but a good deal 
more bite in the front brake was desirable for emergency 
stopping. 

ttery lighting and an electric horn are sacrificed on the 
altar of light weight. But the main and dipped beams furnished 
by the direct lighting were adequate and top cut-off was good, 
while the bulb horn gave all the warning that was desired. 
Another obvious economy in weight concerns stands. Only 
one is fitted—a prop stand—but it is a first-class example of 
its kind. With a turning circle of 13ft, the machine was simple 
to manoeuvre; in any case it is light enough to be man- ied 
easily by the smallest rider. 

Though the Husqvarna Silver Arrow is a product of Swedish 
legislation, it is by no means a skimped model. The quality 
of its construction is high and its performance is impressive. 
It is a first-class utility model and, suitably shod, would be fine 
for cross-country riding. The makers are patently expert in 
combining light weight with robustness.

for the United States 


OMPETITION riders in the 

United States are tough hombres. 

They have to be, for their cross- 
country enduros (or point-to-point 
scrambles) may embrace as much as 200 
miles of forest and swamp and vast areas 
of desert scrub. And enduro machines, 
too, have to be rugged, for it is axiomatic 
that a machine that fails to finish cannot 
win. For long enough British machines 
have ruled the enduro roost. Now 
another model—a Norton twin—is added 
to their ranks. 

Designated the Nomad, the machine 
has been evolved to suit the demands of 
the U.S. market. In effect a “double- 
barrelled shotgun,” it is an adaptation of 
the 596 c.c. Model 77 vertical twin, which 
has been given what may be described 
as a semi-scrambles specification. Based 
on the roadster unit (which, of course, 
also powers the Model 99 Dominator), 
the engine features a cast-iron cylinder 
block and light-alloy head. The com- 
pression ratio has been stepped up to 9 
to 1. Twin, stub-fitting carburettors are 
employed; Type 276 Amal instruments 
with separate float chambers, they have 





1;'sin-diameter bores and are handed left 
and right. Rubber intake pipes lead from 
a pair of oil-wetted, metal-and-fabric air 
filters located at the rear of the saddle 
tube and sandwiched between the oil tank 
and tool box. 

Higher-than-average torque at low 
crankshaft revolutions is claimed. Power 
output ranges from 21.9 b.h.p. at 3,500 
r.p.m. to 36 b.h.p. at 6,000 r.p.m. The 
gear box is of standard type, giving ratios 
of 5, 6.64, 8.84 and 13.35 tol. A folding 
kick-starter is fitted. 

The frame is of the brazed-lug type 
employed for the roadster Model 77, 
suitably modified. In order chiefly to 
permit the use of appropriate mountings 
for the special scrambles footrests (or 
heavy-gauge perforated steel strip) the 
malleable cradle is replaced by heavy- 
gauge tubing protected by a sheet-steel 
undershield. ‘Then, in order to provide 
clearance for the scrambles tyre, the 
pivoted fork is widened—by taking the 
arms out to the pivot extremities. Con- 
trolling the rear fork are Girling spring- 
and-hydraulic units with three-position 
adjustment. Centre and prop stands are 


alternator. Ignition is by a Lucas K2F 
competition magneto with manual control. 

A purposeful appearance is given by 
the narrow, trials-pattern 2}-gallon fuel 
tank. It is fully chromium-plated, then 
enamelled red except for the side pancls 
which are outlined in white; the side 
panels carry Norton plastic motifs. The 
half-gallon oil tank incorporates a filter. 

Fitness for purpose is expressed by the 
siamesed exhaust-pipe layout, and by the 
small siiencer, fitted on the right and in- 
clined at a slight upward angle. The 
left-hand exhaust pipe passes through the 
engine’s triangular forward mountings 
and is thus located between the front 
down tube and the crankcase. 

Matching the fuel tank are a red- 
enamelled chain guard and rear-brake shoe 
plate. The frame is enamelled black and 
the primary chaincase is chromium-plated. 
Upper and lower parts of the front fork 
and the headlamp brackets are of polished 
light alloy, and the middle section of each 
fork leg is enamelled black. Mudguards 
are of polished Duralumin.

Let all next year’s national trials be awarded to 
the winner of this year’s British Experts’ Trial, then nobody 
would “ suffer,” and poor humble blokes like me could continue 
enjoying ourselves. The real experts could enjoy themselves, 
too: they could go and listen to Jeff Smith’s advocate appealing 
against Gordon Jackson’s advocate appealing against Jeff Smith’s 
ad\ veate appealing against Gordon Jackson’s advocate and really 
steep themselves in the true spirit of motor cycling.

In conclusion, waterproof mitts are designed to keep the 
hands dry and therefore are not intended to be worn with 
the sleeves of the riding coat inside the gauntlet.

Vintage Machines 
Fitting of Modern Brakes Often Impracticable 


> NITOR ” does a disservice to vintage owners when he states 

4% under his heading “ Optimistic Cause ” (March 13): “ Far 
better to fit improved brakes to vintage models and keep the 
veterans intact than to have, perhaps, to modernize the lot.” 
It indicates that he does not fully appreciate the thoughts of a 
vintagent nor the relationship between mere potential braking 
power and the actual avoidance of accidents—on new or old 
machines. 

Apart from it being anachronic to fit modern brakes on old 

machines, it is often impracticable. How many owners of model 
H, SD or Junior Triumphs would care for an 8in-diamieter hub 
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brake on those rocking forks? Would “Nitor” rebuild York’s 
Shambles and leave the name up? Or repair the Roman Wall 
with bricks? Or widen the roads of the Lake District? Senti- 
mental? Yes, and maybe “Nitor” is not that type so let us 
be logical and practical. 

No motor cycle is dangerous. I wish that fact were broad- 
cast 10,000 times. No motor cycle is dangerous but its rider 
may be dangerous, brakes or no brakes. In fact, it is a matter 
of brains very much more than brakes. 

A vintagent has a poorly braked machine which is virtually 
irreplacable; he is of mature years, a lover of motor cycling 
and motor cycles and this one in particular; he will ride that 
machine with discretion. A youngster may ride his 1958 
90 m.p.h. super-sports mount with indiscretion. It is not a 





matter of the quality of the brakes so much as the quality of 
the brake operator. 

We should concern ourselves less with the matter of brakes 
and more with the avoidance of accidents and there are two 
simple ways of doing a lot about it—whether on old or new 
machines. First, the insurance companies should make each 
owner personally liable for, say, the first £10 of any claim. 
The insurance companies would welcome this as it would 
mean fewer claims from fewer accidents. Secondly, the 
penalties demanded by law for careless or dangerous driving 
should be heavier than at present. I am certain this would 
be a much more effective and cheaper remedy than legislation 
requiring tests relative to braking. And I repeat, it applies to 
veteran, vintage and modern machines. H. K. FREEMAN

Plastic Components 
Electro-deposition of Chromium Impossible 


\ K JHILE not considering myself to be an expert on the matter, 

I can safely say that the suggestion by “Vinny 1,000”

plastic is utterly ridiculous. The electro-deposition of chromium 
requires a chromium anode, a solution of chromium salt as the 
electrolyte and the object to be plated as the cathode. By 
definition a cathode is a negative electrical conductor. Plastic

is a most efficient insulator. For this reason alone, movement 
of chromium ions towards the plastic would not take place.

Police Behaviour 
Not All Constables Are Familiar With the Law 


WHILE I would like to say that I have nothing but admira- 
tion for the overall conduct of the police in the U.K., I 
would like to bring to notice three incidents as an example of 
how the actions of a few misinformed and, in the last instance, 
biased persons can jeopardize the reputation of a predominantly 
just and helpful organization. 

First, I was stopped whilé riding pillion to a learner and 
informed that I was committing an offence as I had not been a 
qualified driver for two years. I pointed out to the constable 
paragraphs 2 and 3 on the rear cover of my licence which state 
that a supervisor must either have passed a driving test or held 
annual licences to drive for not less than two years in order 
legally to ride pillion to a learner.

Thirdly, the police arrived at the scene of an accident during 
which’ I had collided with a saloon car which turned right with 
no warning while I was overtaking. The police officer said it 
was little use my attempting to remonstrate with the car driver 
as “the person overtaking is always in the wrong”—a most 
idiotic and false statement as was proven by my subsequent suc- 
cessful insurance claim.

The Effects of Fade 


Clydesdale or Shetiand-pony Power? By ‘«« MICROMETER” 


Jottings 


“THERMAL efficiency is closely linked with compression ratio, 
* which is largely why diesels—with their ratios of 15 to 1 or 
higher—are much more economical than petrol engines. Unfor- 
tunately, the compression ratio of a petrol engine is limited by 
detonation (or pinking, as it is commonly called). More tetra- 
ethyl lead in the fuel will raise its detonation resistance but at 
a of exhaust-valve life where normal materials are 
used. 

The search for higher power outputs in the U.S. has resulted 
in some instances of unacceptably short valve life, but the 
metaliurgists have got busy and have evoived a new steel which 
formed the subject of an article in last week’s issue of our 
associated journal Motor Transport. Known as 21-4-NS, this 
steel contains nickel, chromium and nitrogen, and its cost is said 
to be comparable with that of the familiar austenitic KE965 
material. On commercial vehicles a life of 200,000 miles, with 
no attention between major overhauls, is confidently predicted 
for exhaust valves of 21-4-NS. Its resistance to lead attack 
permits the use of fuels suitable for compression ratios of 14 
or 15 to 1, with consequent higher power as well as economy— 
both of major importance to transport operators. 

Even on high-performance roadster motor cycles, exhaust- 
valve life is adequate on present-day fuels and compressions, 
so it looks as though the new steel would be of value to us only 
if more highly leaded petrols became available. On a really 
high ratio, too, there would almost certainly be appreciably 
reduced refinement of running at lower speeds; such harshness 
would, of course, be more obtrusive with one or two cylinders 
than with four, six or eight. 


Leading or Trailing ? 


you have probably come across the statement that although 
the twin-leading-shoe brake is basically more effective than 
a brake with one leading and one trailing shoe (or two trailing 
shoes), it suffers a more marked loss of efficiency when fade sets 
in through overheating. Few people, though, know why. On 
this page are illustrated a leading and a trailing shoe of identical 
dimensions, and the forces acting on them. For simplicity a 
drum diameter of 10in is assumed but the principle applies 
regardless of size. With this drum diameter, where the lining 
subtends an angle of 90 degrees and is located symmetrically 
between cam and pivot, the virtual centre of drag (that point 
through which the retarding force can be assumed to operate) 
is 54in from the centre of the assembly on the axis through the 
middle of the shoe. Assuming a lining-drum coefficient of 
friction of 0.4, a nominal force of 100 Ib between lining and

drum will result in a tangential braking force of 40 Ib acting at 
that 54in radius. If fade should reduce the coefficient to 0.2 
then the same braking force would need a radial force of 200 Ib. 

The radial force and the 40 lb drag produce, in each case, 
resultants of 108 Ib (u=0.4) and 204 ib («=0.2) acting at 
different angles. The moment of each of these resultant forces 
about the pivot must be the same as that of the shoe-tip force 
applied by the cam (and hence by the operator). It will be 
noted that, in the case of the leading shoe, the larger resultant 
force also has the longer moment arm so that the difference 
between the unfaded and faded shoe-tip forces is much greater 
than for the trailing shoe where the larger resultant has the 
smaller moment arm. Actual figures are: leading shoe, 23.6 lb 
(«=0.4) and 74.8 lb (u=0.2); trailing shoe, 77.7 lb («=0.4) 
and 127 lb («=0.2). 

Thus, although the trailing shoe needs more than three times 
the shoe-tip force of the leading shoe for the same retarding 
effect, a halving of the coetficient of friction through fade necessi- 
tates an increase of shoe-tip force of only 64 per cent, compared 
with the 217 per cent of the leading shoe. It follows that, with 
single-cam operation, the better “cool” efficiency obtains if the 
leading shoe is operated by the outboard lobe of the cam, 
though the effects of fade will be less pronounced if the trailing 
shoe is thus actuated. 


Output Discrepancies 


02 of the thorniest motor-cycling topics is that of manufac- 
turers’ claimed power outputs for their roadster engines. 
While I do not subscribe to the view held by the more cynical 
—that b.h.p. curves are compiled in the sales office and not 
on the test bench—I do sometimes have recourse to the salt cellar 
when studying some of the figures. Nevertheless, there is a 
erfectly reasonable explanation for the impression that some 
quoted outputs call to mind Clydesdales and others Shetland 
ponies. The variations can easily arise from the conditions under 
which the figures are recorded. 

The engineer who seeks a good “ paper” output will run an 
engine without an air filter (not that a well-designed one makes 
much difference these days) and with an exhaust system which 
exerts the minimum of back pressure. His more down-to-earth 
rival, on the other hand, will fit the standard filter and silencing 
layout and may even measure the power at the rear wheel so as 
to take account of transmission losses. These last are likely to 
be at least 10 per cent and a silencer can absorb as much again, 
so straight away we have a possible variation of about 5 b.h.p. 
on the gutput of the average five-hundred twin!

Reader’s Enterprising and Unusual Design for a Four-seater Saloon Qualifying for Three-wheeler Tax 


AYS engincer Richard J. Bullows of 
S Dorchester: “There are those who 
kJ can see no future for miniature 
economy cars; but did not the same people 
hold similar views regarding scooters and 
mopeds?” He goes on to point out what 
our manufacturers have lost in two- 
wheeler sales as a result of those views. 
Himself a staunch believer in the economy 
vehicle, he has evolved a design which, 
he thinks, should meet the needs of those 
who must have motoring at minimum 
cost or none at all and for whom a two- 
wheeler is not the answer. He has en- 
deavoured to combine the best features of 
the German bubble c2rs and British post- 
war three-wheelers and has _ included 
additional practical features. 

A motor cyclist and motorist for some 
30 years, Mr. Bullows has aimed to com- 
bine sound technical principles with 
economic production in a vehicle which 
would not engender in its owner any 
sense of inferiority to other classes of road 
user. Basically the vehicle envisaged is a 
four-wheeler but the rear wheels are suffi- 
ciently close together to qualify for the 
three-wheeler annual tax of £5. Although 
such a layout results in a four-track 
vehicle, the designer feels that it is justi- 
fied in terms of tyre life, traction and 
braking. 

Integral construction of chassis and 
body is envisaged to give strength with 
minimum weight. 

Good aerodynamic shape of the body— 
including the undersurface—is regarded as 
essential for good performance with 
economy from a small-capacity engine. 

The general lines of the machine are 
shown in the drawing. The body sides 
follow the wing line and are of box section 


for rigidity. A tubular or other suitable 
member ties the top of the well raked 
windscreen to the rear end, behind .the 
rear seat. For ease of entry to a low-built 
vehicle, doors are replaced by a deep 
sliding canopy embodying the front win- 
dows. Lockable in the closed position, the 
canopy moves rearward to give full access 
to the front seats, the backs of which hinge 
forward in normal two-door-car style; the 
rear compartment, naturally enough, is 
not intended to accommodate two adults 
for other than short journeys but would 
provide ample room for two children. 

Carrying the front wheels are short live 
axles. The housing for each axle is 
mounted on the lower end of a long tele- 
scopic spring unit, the upper end of which 
is ball jointed to the body structure. The 
wheel 1s located laterally and longitudinally 
by a trailing arm from the body attached 
by another ball joint to the underside of the 
axle housing. Thus the steering axis for 
each wheel is that joining the centres of 
the upper and lower balls—the legs are in- 
clined rearward to give the desired castor 
effect. 

Even more ingenious is the cable- 
operated steering gear which is almost fully 
sprung (so that geometry difficulties 
through suspension movement are 
obviated) and is also mounted high, out 
of the way of road filth. The upper ball- 
joint housing of the left-hand leg is em- 
bodied in a cable pulley connected by a 
linkage to the slider, so that rotation of 
the pulley is transmitted to the slider and 
hence to the wheel. The pulley is con- 
nected by a simple track rod to.a disc 
on the upper end of the other leg; the 
disc forms the ball housing for that leg 
and is linked to the slider as before. 


Positioning of the track-rod ball joints is 
such that the correct Ackerman geometry 
of the steering is obtained. 

Lap of the steering cable round the 
pulley on the left leg is increased by a 
jockey pulley and the cable runs thence to 
a bobbin on the forward end of the short 
steering column. The jockey helps to 
guide the cable on to the bobbin and 
could, if desired, be used to tension the 
cable, though an orthodox wire strainer 
is preferred. A 45-degree steering lock 
could be provided and left-hand steering 
would merely be a matter of reversing the 
assembly. 

Spaced less than 7in apart, the rear 
wheels (which, like those at the front, are 
of 18in outside diameter) are mounted on 
a common live axle and each has its own 
brake. In the middle of the axle is the 
sprocket for the duplex-chain final drive 
which is enclosed in a cast light-alloy 
casing carrying the axle bearings. 

To ensure equal sharing of the drive 
between the two wheels, Mr. Bullows has 
even gone so far as to think up a pressure- 
balancing device between the tubeless 
tyres. It would involve a small tube from 
each wheel rim to its hub, where there 
would be a Schrader-type valve but with 
a stronger spring than usual. The valves 
would be connected by a tube floating 
within the hollow axle and of such length 
that final tightening home of each wheel 
would just open its valve. 

Forward end of the drive casing pivots 
on a fabricated structure bolted through 
rubber bushes to the rear bulkhead of the 
body. The top of the structure forms the 
anchorage for the upper end of the single 
rear suspension unit, attached at its lower 
end to the chain case. An adjustable leg

is suggested because of the considerable 
loading variations which are possible with 
a light vehicle. 

The driving sprocket of the final drive 
is coaxial with the arm pivot to give con- 


stant chain tension. However, Mr. Bul- 
lows considers that the relatively rapid 
chain wear on orthodox rear- sprung motor 
cycles is due less to tension variation than 
io the epicyclic effect which occurs with 
other than a one-to-one drive. As the 
suspension works, the rear-wheel sprocket 
climbs up or runs down the chain. With 
a one-to-one drive there is a parallel-ruler 
effect, so there is no tendency for the 
rotational speed of either sprocket to vary 
relative to the other. 

On the other hand, with a reduction 
as on normal drives there is relative 
acceleration or deceleration between the 
sprockets. The inertia of the rear wheel 
causes it to resist changes of rotational 
speed, so the loading on chain and 
sprockets is inevitably increased. The 
shorter the arm relative to the chain 
centres, and the greater the drive reduc- 
tion, the more pronounced are these 
effects. Mr. Bullows’ final drive, it need 
hardly be added, has sprockets of equal 
size and the necessary overall ratio is 
obtained through an epicyclic primary 
reduction in unit with the gear box. 


The gear box has four speeds and 
operates on the German Getrag system 
in which the gears on one shaft are fixed; 
the floating gears on the other shaft are 
locked thereto as required through balls 
moved outward by a bobbin lying within 
the hollow shaft. A reversible engine 
(two-stroke, of course) is preferred to a 
reverse gear, and a fifth ratio is thought 
to be worthy of consideration. Alterna- 
tive positive-stop and gate gear-change 
mechanisms have been designed. 

Because of the concentration of the 
mechanism at the rear of the vehicle, 
hydraulic operation of the controls is pro- 
posed in order to eliminate the troubles 
experienced with long cables or systems 
of rods and links. The 7in brakes have 
normal hydraulic operation at the front 
but at the rear there is a single fluid 
cylinder operating a balance arm con- 
nected to cams in the brakes—a scheme 
which facilitates the necessary mechanical 
operation through the hand lever. 

Design of the power unit is at least as 
unfettered by orthodoxy as is the rest of 
the machine. The essentials sought were 
economy, good specific power output and 
excellent mechanical balance. Thus Mr. 
Bullows has chosen a 250 c.c. twin-piston 
two-stroke with geared crankshafts, a 
layout which complies fundamentally 
with his balance requirement. The 
separate cylinders permit port areas to be 
adequate for top-end performance and 
make for good scavenging. 

Only air is drawn into the crankcase 
and, because of the improved induction 


timing possible, some form of inlet valve 
is thought desirable. Transfer passages 
and porting, though following conven- 
tional lines, would make full use of the 
large port area possible. The crankshaft- 
coupling gears are closely encased to form 
a pump, the purpose of which is to 
deliver a very rich mixture to the inlet 
cylinder at the bottom of the stroke. 
The mixture would be supplied by a 
normal carburettor of suitable proportions 
and setting. The late “ injection ” of the 
rich mixture assists scavenging and also 
minimizes the loss of fuel through the 
exhaust ports. Indeed, such loss, the 
designer maintains, will be negligible if 
mixing of the petrol-air emulsion and the 
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function as a pump in either direction by 
means of a suitable valve which could 
have an intermediate off position to pro- 
vide fuel-less coasting on hills. Regard- 
ing the effect of the exhaust-crank lead 
and the inlet valve, it is Mr. Bullows’ 
view that, so long as the engine will run 
in reverse for limited periods reasonably 
satisfactorily, its efficiency in that direc- 
tion of rotation is unimportant. 

Finally, the designer considers that 
total-loss lubrication to the crankcase 
should be satisfactory and a small quan- 
tity of oil added to the fuel should deal 
adequately with the coupling gears; be- 
cause of their pumping duties they would 
be wide and hence lightly loaded. 
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These engine diagrams depict scavenging with air only (left), delivery of the rich mixture through the 
auxiliary port (middle) and the final stage of compression (right), showing the double squish 


scavenging air is delayed as long as pos- 
sible by suitable directing of the ports. 
The double-squish cylinder head results 
in ample turbulence as the pistons 
approach top dead centre and provides a 
compact combustion space though its 
surface/volume ratio is high. 

An increase in output over that of the 
basic layout could be achieved by giving 
the exhaust crankshaft a small lead but 
this would affect the reversibility, as 
would the use of a timed inlet valve and 
charging pump as described. However, 
the coupling gears could be made to 
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The Bullows design is a very interest- 
ing and well thought-out proposition but 
it might be thought too expensive to pro- 
duce in comparison with existing small 
vehicles. He is emphatic, though, that 
with really large-scale manufacture—for 
which it was designed—it would be 
highly competitive purely on a price 
basis. Three-wheeler new registrations 
in 1957 were only slightly above 6,000;

Awards — in Sprints and Trials : Inter-club Team Scrambles : On the Same Footing! 


S a result of last month’s meeting of 

sprint types, the awards for the 
Ramsgate Sprint on May 11 will be in 
accordance with the wishes of most riders 
who were present. Instead of cash or 
cups for the first three in each class, 
every competitor will receive a signed 
certificate showing details of venue, date, 
name, machine, class and speed. Now, 
therefore, even the slowest competitor 
will have something to show for his 
efforts. 


ALKING of awards, my reference to 

novice cups in trials has brought 
several letters. Readers appear to feel 
strongly about the fact that in most trials 
only one novice out of, say, 100 will win 
any award at all. Various schemes have 
been (and still are being) tried, such as 
that employed in the Northern Two- 
Stroke and Novex Cup trials in which 
experts and novices compete for separate 
awards. Then there are the handicap 
trialsk—almost extinct now—in which 
novices lose marks on the usual one- 
three-five system and experts have to 
contend with double penalties (two-six- 
ten). 


[- is not only in sprint meetings and 
trials, of course, that rabbits rarely 
bring home the bacon. A keen compe- 
titor from Southampton has just sent me 
the regulations for two scrambles organ- 
ized respectively by the Taunton and 
Reading Ace clubs. Each meeting com- 
prised seven races, and the total prize 
money in each case amounted to approxi- 
mately £106. But, by awarding a little 
less to the winners, the Taunton Club 
managed to pay down to 12 places in 
every race, whereas at the Reading Ace 
event the prize money did not extend 
below sixth and sometimes no further 
than fourth. What should organizers aim 
to do? Pay big money at the top to 
attract the stars (who in turn attract the 
spectators) or pay down to 12th spot and 
so help the also-rans with their out-of- 
pocket expenses? 


‘THE weekend of April 26 and 27 should 
be memorable for scramblers in the 
south.

HE reaction to Peter Fraser’s sugges- 
tion that only ordinary “roadster” 
tyres should be permitted for use in trials 
was precisely what I expected. From 
competitors all over the country has come 
condemnation of the project. But from 
organizers as far apart as Newcastle in 
the north and Haslemere in the south I 
have had letters suppgrting what one club 
secretary described as the complete answer 
to the problem of mud on the highways. 
George Robinson, sports secretary of the 
Newcastle Club, wrote: “Since 1949 it 
has become more and more difficult for 
organizers to find observed sections suit- 
able jor sorting out the experts, so let’s 
encourage the A.C.U. to remove all sports 
covers from its approved list..

class cups awarded to riders who have lost 
more marks than the best novice. Surely 
it would be reasonable to stipulate that no 
class cup shall be given unless the rider’s 
loss of marks is within first-class award 
standard? In other words, the cup should 
be earned—not won simply because there 
happened to be virtually no opposition in 
a particular class. My feeling, always, is 


that an award too easily won is better not

AST Sunday’s Pioneer Run, for 
machines manufactured not later 
than 31 December 1914, enjoyed a 

record entry of no fewer than 273, of 

whom 256 started down the road to 

Brighton from the heights of Tattenham 

Corner on Epsom Downs. A fine, sunny 

day with dry roads and a bitterly cold 

wind is the ideal prescription for the old- 
sters. And cold it certainly was. Some 
said it was as cold as the day for last 
year’s run was wet. The icy wind had 
the cut of a knife, which kept the most 
inefficient of the early engines at a reason- 
able working temperature. Perhaps that 
was why stops were less frequent than 
they have been in the past. Or is it that 

a new race is growing up, with the 

mechanical equivalent of green fingers to 

conjure better and better reliability out 
of old machines? 

The days when the Run appeared to 
bystanders as a miscellaneous collection

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Icy Wind Keeps Engines Cool

of nondescript second-hands are gone for 
ever. Now many of the machines are 
approaching parity with those in the car 
run in November. Nor is the cavalcade 
to be described as miscellaneous any 
longer. Each year the entry seems to 


reflect more clearly the history of modern 
machines. 

Class 1 for machines manufactured not 
later than 31 December 1904—the govern- 
ing date of that first Brighton Run for

old machines organized by the 
Streatham Club 44 long years ago 
—included two de Dion-type tri- 
cycles from the last century with 
their engines between the wheels: 
R. G. Effamy’s 1897 Beeston tri- 
cycle, built in this country under 
licence, and E. D. Lee’s 1899 
French Déschamps. Then there 
were young K. W. Lightfoot’s and 
E. T. Biggs’ 1898 Werners. Essen- 
tially pedal cycles with a 217 c.c. 
engine mounted above the front 
wheel (driven by a direct belt), 
they represent a'first French effort 
at powered two-wheel transport. 
Historically there followed the clip- 
ons, again pedal cycles, but with 
the little Belgian Minerva or French 


making similar machines, some, such as 
the Rex ridden by former speedway and 
T.T. star Oliver Langton, avoiding the 
Werner frame patent with a cradle frame. 

Interesting comparisons were evident at 
Tattenham Corner. For example, there 
were the Biggs and Sloan Werners already 
mentioned; Don Bell’s Quadrant—a 1901 
Minerva clip-on—and Vivian Smith’s 
1904 model with Quadrant’s own engine 
housed in a loop frame. The Smith Quad- 
rant used its original surface carburettor, 
with single-lever control. The passenger 
vehicles were appropriately represented 
by the tricars, and by E. S. Syme’s 1904 
Ariel Coupling—a combination of motor 
cycle and pedal cycle.

Forty-six entries 
in Class 1, but only 
28 in Class 2 repre- | 
senting the five years / 
after 1904? Yes, 
when the first novelty 
had worn off there was a slump in sales 
for many years. During that time firms 
such as Triumph and Phelon and Moore 
persevered with their own designs and in 
the end convinced the public that the 
motor cycle could provide reliable trans- 
port.. The end of the Class 2 period (31 
December 1909) represents, roughly, the 
“early ” date used. by the Sunbeam Club 
for machines in some of its former Pioneer 
Runs which attracted much _ smaller 
entries than in recent times. 

Eight Triumphs and two P. & M.s (to 
become Phelon & Moore in 1908), the 
latter with their own open twin-primary-

chain two-speed gear and chain final drive 
in a world of belts, fairly represented the 
better-known British makes of the day. 
This year the name Douglas appeared in 
the Class 2 lists for the first time. The 
Duggie is a 1906 vee-four, Three were 
built and today only one _ remains. 
Fittingly it was piloted by Eddie Withers 
(the names Douglas and Withers have 
become synonymous over the years) who 
broke the original crankshaft while trying 
to straighten it and manufactured and 
fitted a replica only a few days earlier. 

Class 2 represents a period of intensive 
development, if nothing else. The spray

carburettor and magneto proved them- 
selves and became universally accepted. 
It was patent on Sunday that, by the end 
of the Class 2 era the bicycle-type frame 
had evolved into something much lower 
and longer and, alas, heavier. Various 
types of front fork appeared, among them 
those with telescopic geometry from Rex 
and Scott, with leading links from 
Minerva and P. & M., girder-type from 
Triumph and from _ the proprietary 
makers, Druid. Saddles and fittings were 
in keeping with the increased weight and 
speed. 

Class 3 (1910 to 1914) with nearly 200 
entries, gives a fair indication of the 
increased popularity of the motor cycle 
after the first decade. Probably the most 
interesting feature of the five years is the 
development of the gear box from the 
two-speed pioneering by Phelon and 
Moore, through the hub gear to the 
countershaft gear box. With this develop- 
ment came the rise of the single-cylinder 
machine at the expense of the multi, 
suggesting that it was the gear box, and

to a lesser extent the clutch, which made 
the big single possible, and with it the 
chain drive then competing with the 
traditional belt. 

Note that the tank, often a slim con- 
tainer suspended from the top tube in 
1910, was supported from below with a 
rounded edge atop by 1914. And, 
generally speaking, the top tube was 
dropped at the rear by 1914 to give a 
lower saddle position—which, coupled 
with a rearward-extending handlebar, gave 
a conventionally upright riding position. 

The 1911 293 cc. AJ.S. ridden by 
Harry Louis who led the procession of 
Class 3 machines was, in its day, well 
ahead of its time with a countershaft gear 
box and chain drive. The Sunbeams of 
A. F. Reeves and C. F. South (and there 
were others) followed a similar design, 
and indicated that quality meant some- 
thing even in those earlier days. The 


Triumphs, quite the most popular 
machine of the class with 38 entries, 
favoured the hub gear and belt drive till 
the end of 1914. The little flat-twin 
Dougias, second most popular with 22 
entries, employed a two-speed counter- 
shaft gear and chain-cum-belt drive. 
Rudges, with eight entries, used their own 
unique multi-gear as on their 1914 T.T. 
winner. Phelon & Moore retained their 
two-speed and chain drive as in Class 2. 

The first small two-strokes to compete 
for popularity, such as the 1912 Velocette 
piloted by F. Harney, the excellently 
restored 1913 Levis in the hands of ex- 
road-racer. Harry Pearce and the 1914 
Sun-Villiers of A. F. Hill pioneered what 
is today the most popular class of 
machine. Famous names from the first 
days returned to the industry, too, in 
Royal Enfield (11 entries) and Humber 
(10 entries). By the end of 1914 (or, 
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" better still, 1916 as the car people have it) 


the spade work had been done. The 
blueprint for. the motor cycle of the 
present day had been drafted. 

Long streams of very modern motor 
cycles converged on the start at Tattenham 
Corner and along the route. The crowds 
were not a record—the low temperature 
saw to that—but large crowds there cer- 
tainly were. Numerous “ private parties ” 
of competitors who met early in the run 
kept close company all the way. Perhaps 
they were seeking moral support? Or 
shelter from the icy blast by riding in 
another man’s slipstream? 

Of the early starters the Rex models 
ridden by Langton and fellow Yorkshire- 
man C, Reckwith were seen to be going 
well near Handcross. But J. P. Nichol, 
with a 1903 Lloyd, believed to be the only 
remaining machine of this make, was 
stopped nearby “hoping it wasn’t a broken 
con rod.” 

Pyecombe, the last hill before the 
Pylons, marks the approach to Brighton 
and is ever critical for the older machines. 
There was much light pedal assistance 
from Class 1 riders on the lower reaches, 
and E. D. Lee had to put in some very 
hard work, shoving his 1899 Deschamps 
tricycle right to the summit. Two 1903 
machines, C. A. Rea’s Charlton Buchet 
and C. D. Davy’s Howard were pushed 
over the last few yards. 

From Pyecombe it is “downhill all the 
way” to the great annual reunion for all 
who are interested in the veteran game. 
Friendships made over half a century are 
revived. The latest finds in pioneer 
machinery are critically examined by a 
vast army of present-day riders keen to 
note the skill of early technicians. And 
another Pioneer Run draws to a close.

DO YOU REMEMBER? Did the death lagt week of 
dapper little Captain G. P. 
Olley strike a chord in your memory? Unless you are 
an old hand, know quite a lot of motor-cycle history or 
are interested in air travel, probably the answer is no.

He also meant much to the Isle of Man. It was Captain 
Olley, then chief charter pilot of Imperial Airways, who, 
way back in the late 1920s, undertook to explore the Isle 
of Man on behalf of The Motor Cycle to find a new landing 
ground. What we wanted, of course, was to continue to 
beat the band by rushing copies of our Tourist Trophy 
Number to the Island by air.

The Motor Cycle pioneered. In 1925 Captain C. Barnard, 
another famous pilot, took a quarter of a ton of copies 
from Hendon Aerodrome, in North London, to the Isle 
of Man in a 200 h.p. D.H.9. He made it, but had a job 
finding anywhere suitable to put down and hardly was he 
down than the wind caused first the starboard wing tip 
and then the port wing tip to hit the ground.

garden was lovely. But then, as the model was given the 
whip, the engine began to leak oil, particularly from the 
rocker-box joints. The silencer outlets became coated with 
oily deposit and oil consumption was high. The machine 
was returned to the factory, new pistons were fitted and 
there was no improvement. The owner obtained rocker-box 
gaskets and remade the joints as best he knew how. Still 
they leaked. It was as though the oil was being pumped out 
under pressure. Then, on a very fast run, there came a sud- 
den change. After 70 miles the rider stopped to inspect the 
oil level and found that it was right up. He looked at the 
cylinder heads. They were dry externally. He peered into 
the silencer outlets. No oily deposit. More than that: 
inspired by his findings to drive harder he found that the 
maximum speed had improved by about 5 m.p.h. Accelera- 
tion, too, seemed more lively. Have you an explanation? 
The only one provided so far is that the piston rings had 
been stuck and then freed off by themselves. But how does 
that tie up with the fact that the trouble persisted before and 
after the new pistons had been fitted? 


What is the basis of the deep 
feeling that old machines can 
arouse in their owners? By old machines I do not mean 
vintage old. Rather I mean those decrepit-looking, unkempt 
models that seém to be used and used and used but appear 
never, ever, to see a spanner or a cleaning cloth. The ques- 
tion was prompted when a friend of mine arrived from 
Rome on his one-nine-seven D.M.W. last week. He has 
been working in the ancient city for many years and is to 
return home in May to take up an important scientific ap- 
pointment. This trip was chiefly made so that he could see 
his D.M.W. safely on this side of the channel. It is no 
smarter than it was when I saw it a year ago (though, 
mechanically, I know it to be as sound as a bell).

The scrap began when Brian Purslow 
made his way forward to do battle with 
Fitton and Lawrence and, in the end, 
it was Purslow who claimed third place. 
Watching that struggle, spectators knew 
that road racing really had started again.

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BIG-END BEARING 


WHEN TESTING the big-end bearing 
of my 500 c.c. single-cylinder engine I 
find that there is about ;'sin up-and- 
down play. Does this mean that the 
rollers are worn and, if so, would replace- 
ment rollers, which I can obtain fairly 
cheaply, put matters right? 
Bournemouth. M. P. DICKERSON 

It is unlikely that wear is confined to 
the rollers. A careful examination will 
almost certainly reveal that the roller 
tracks are pitted and/or oval. Your 
safest and, in the long run, cheapest plan 
will be to employ a new big-end assembly 
which will comprise the crankpin with 
nuts, rollers (with cage, if employed) and 
connecting-rod ring. Dismantling the 
flywheel assembly to examine the bearing 
and the subsequent reassembly and re- 
aligning of the flywheels (with the new 
bearing in place) requires skilled attention. 
You should have the job carried out by 
the manufacturers of the engine or by one 
of the firms specializing in such work. 


CRANKCASE 
CONDENSATION 

MY FRIEND AND I have similar 
vertical-twin five-hundreds both bought 
new some four years ago. But whereas 
my engine needed new main bearings 
after little more than 20,000 miles, my 
friend’s has now covered 65,000 miles 
and the bearings still seem as good as 
new. This puzzles me the more because 
my model has the easier life: it is used 
mostly for the eight-mile town journey 
between home and office and for week- 
end pottering; it is seldom ridden hard. 
On the other hand, my friend’s mileage 
is amassed almost exclusively in long, 
high-speed weekend trips. We both use 
the same grade of oil and change it at the 
recommended intervals. Why this marked 
difference -in engine wear? J. Lines 
London, N.16. 

It is practically certain that the answer 
lies in the vastly different conditions of 
use. From the viewpoint of main-bearing 


and 
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longevity your friend’s engine operates 
under much happier conditions than your 
own. Because of the shortness of your 
journeys and the habitual use of small 
throttle openings, your engine seldom gets 
hot enough to evaporate moisture and 
acid products of combustion condensed 
in the crankcase. An effective plan in a 
case such as yours is to keep half the 
normal quantity of oil in circulation and 
change it twice as often as recommended. 
The oil level, however, should not be 
allowed to fall below the minimum 
marked on the tank. 


PARKING AT NIGHT 


WHEN RIDING home in thick fog I 
had to swerve to the left to miss what 
appeared to be a car coming in the oppo- 
site direction and found myself on the 
pavement. Through a fortunate chain 
of circumstances I was able to stop with- 
out damaging my person, my machine or 
anyone else. On investigation, I found 
that what I had taken to be a car coming 
the other way was a television service 
van parked on my left side of the road 
with its front lights towards me. Had 
it been facing the other way I would 
automatically have swerved to the right 
on seeing its rear lights. I still feel very 
heated about it and would like to take 
up the matter with the radio dealers con- 
cerned, if only to ensure that the driver 
does not make the same mistake again. 
However, I want to be sure of my ground 
first. During the war there used to be 
a regulation about not parking on the 
wrong side of the road at night. Is it 
still an force? H. A. Lake 
Coulsdon, Surrey. 


The regulation is very much in force. 
It is Section 90 of The Motor Vehicles 
(Construction and Use) Regulations, 
1955, paragraph (1) of which reads 
“. . . mo person shall, except with the 
permission of a police officer in uniform, 
cause orf permit any motor vehicle to 
stand on any road during the hours of 
darkness otherwise than with the left or 
near side of the vehicle as close as may

be to the cdge of the carriageway.” If 
you want to arm yourself with chapter 
and verse, the regulations (S.I. 1955 No.

POWER AND TORQUE 


I NOTICE THAT when the output 
figures of an engine are quoted, the 
torque peak always occurs at a lower 
speed than the power peak. Why is that 
so? J. MEIKLE 
Glasgow, S.1. 

The torque figure is a direct measure of 
the thrust applied to the piston—and 
hence of the mean effective pressure, as 
it is called, in the cylinder—regardless of 
the ' crankshaft speed. It is normally 
measured in pounds feet or pounds 
inches. Horse power, on the other hand, 
is a rate of doing work and so involves 


the r.p.m. If T- represents the torque 

2*T Xr.p.m 

in lb ft, then horse power = —————— 
33,000 


Peak torque occurs at the speed at 
which the volumetric efficiency of the en- 
gine (ratio of volume of mixture drawn in 
to swept volume) is at its highest—for 
reasons of valve timing and gas- velocity 
in the ports. Above that speed the 
volumetric efficiency falls off, gradually at 
first and then more rapidly as the r.p.m. 
are further increased. In the early stages 
beyond the torque peak, the r.p.m. in- 
crease more than compensates for the re- 
duction in volumetric efficiency so the 
power continues to increase. Gradually, 
however, the balance swings the other 
way until the power peak is reached and 
passed. 


SMOKING EXHAUST 


FOR SOME WHILE my small two- 
stroke has emitted blue smoke from the 
exhaust all the time the engine is running. 
I thought it was due to wear of the cylin- 
der and piston but the smoke persists al- 
though I have had the cylinder rebored 
and fitted with oversize piston and rings. 
I use the recommended grade of oil and 
petroil ratio. Where else should I look’ 
for the trouble? R. S. WILLIAMS 
Kenilworth. 


Assuming you are using the makers’ 
standard carburettor settings, the exces- 
sive blue smoke suggests wear of the 
carburettor needle jet and/or throttle 
needle. The result is mixture enrich- 
ment over a large throttle range and a 
consequent increase in the intake of oil. 
Renewal of the needle jet and throttle 
needle will probably effect a cure.

T.T. and Glubman’s Regs 


Details of Isle of Man and Oulton Park Meetings 


HE increased distance of 10 laps of 
the Clypse circuit (107.9 miles) stipu- 
lated for last year’s Internation al Light- 

weight 250 and 125 c.c. Races and for 
the Sidecar T.T. will again ‘be in force on 
Wednesday, June 4. But the length of the 
Senior (500 c.c.) T.T., experimentally increased 
to eight laps of the Mountain course in 1957, 
reverts to seven laps—264.13 miles. Curtain 
raiser to the week’s racing will, as usual, be 
the Junior (350 c.c.) T.T. over seven laps of 
the Mountain course, starting at 11 a.m. on 
Monday, June 2. Times of the Clypse-circuit 
events are 10 a.m. for the Lightweight 250 c.c. 
T.T., 12.30 p.m. for the Lightweight 125 c.c. 
T.T. and 3 p.m. for the Sidecar T.T. The 
Senior begins at 11 a.m. on Friday, June 6. 

Practising on the Mountain course starts 
on Monday morning, May 26, and on the 
Clypse circuit on Wednesday evening, May 
28. Details of practising sessions were pub- 
lished in The Motor Cycle for January 30. 
Requirements for qualification are the same 
as last year. For the Senior, riders must 
cover at least three practice laps, one of which 
must be completed in 32m or less. Three 
laps are also required to qualify for the 
Junior and the minimum time in that case is 
33m. Five laps (one in 14m or less) are re- 
quired for qualification for each of the races 
on the Clypse circuit, 

For riders entered in more than one race 
on the same circuit on different makes of 
machine, qualification requirements are re- 
duced to two laps of the Mountain course or 
three laps of the Clypse circuit for each race. 

A rider entered on the same machine in more 
- 4. one race on the same circuit need 
qualify only in the larger class. Sidecar 
passengers must put in three practice laps 
unless they have previously raced in the Side- 
car T.T., in which case one lap will suffice. 

For the first time there is a minimum 
weight limit for riders, drivers and passengers. 
Those who scale less than 132 Ib in racing kit 
will be required to carry ballast to make up the 
deficiency. Streamlining restrictions will be 
im accordance with the latest F.I.M. draft, 
details of which were published in The Motor 
Cycle for February 13. 

Cash awards are similar to those made last 
year. The entrant of the winner in the 
Senior and Junior races will receive £200;

second place wins £100. Payment is made 
down to the 20th finisher, who receives £15 
provided his race time does not exceed the 
winner’s by more than 20 minutes. In both 
Lightweight races first prize is £75 and 
awards are made down to sixth place (£10). 
Comparable figures for the Sidecar Race are 
£100 and £15. Entry fee for each race is 
£4 but, in addition, riders must pay for 
insurance costing up to £9 15s. 

The Senior and Junior races will be limited 
to a field of 100, the Lightweight events to 
50 each and the Sidecar Race to 40. Entries 
close on Wednesday, May 7. Copies of the 
regulations may be obtained from the Auto- 
Cycle Union, 83, Pall Mall, London, S.W.1. 


Clubman’s Road Races 


REGULATIONS ARE AVAILABLE for 
the A.C.U. Clubman’s Road Races at Oulton 
Park on Whit Monday, May 26. The pro- 
gramme comprises a 36-lap race each for 
350 and 500 c.c. machines and an 18-lap 
supporting sidecar race with a capacity limit 
of 1,000 c.c. Entries will be restricted to 120 
for the 500 c.c. race, 160 for the 350 c.c. 
race and 24 for the sidecar event. 

For the solo races eliminating heats will 
be run during the morning. The first 13 
finishers in each of three heats for five-hun- 
dreds will go forward to the final, For the 
350 c.c, race there will be four heats and the 
first 10 riders in each will qualify for the 
final. 

Entries in the solo races must be made 
by clubs affiliated to the A.C.U. or Scottish 
A.C.U, and are restricted to riders who. have 
not won a post-war T.T. or T.T. Replica nor 
gained a first, second or third place in a 
Manx Grand Prix or intefhational road race. 
(Entries in the sidecar race should be made 
individually and not through a club.) Entry 
fees are £3 10s per race inclusive of personal- 
accident insurance. 

The entrant club of the Winner in each of 
the solo races will receive the A.C.U. Club- 
man’s Cup and £50. A decreasing scale pro- 
vides for an award of £10 for the sixth 
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finisher and £5 for every other finisher who 
completes the same number of laps as the 
sixth man. First prize in the sidecar event 
is £50 and awards will be made down to the 
sixth finisher who will get £10. 

Practising for solos is scheduled for Satur- 
day, May 24, from 4 to 7 p.m. _ Sidecars 
will practise from 8 to 8.30 a.m. and from 
10.30 to 11 am. on Whit Monday. No 
streamlining of any sort may be used in the 
Clubman’s Races; otherwise machine restric- 
tions are as for national races. 

Entries close on Monday, April 28. Copies 
of the regulations are obtainable from J. B. 
Thomas, Welwyn, Moorfields, Willaston, near 
Nantwich, Cheshire. 


At Mallory Park 


ONE OF THE more interesting machines 
seen at Kirkby Mallory last Sunday was the 
latest version of Geoff Duke’s 348 c.c. Velo- 
cette ridden by Alan Rutherford. The model, 
which made its bow in 1956, is powered by 
a Mark VIII KTT engine and has a five- 
speed gear box. For 1958 several modifica- 
tions have been made. Frame and front fork 
are new, both built by the Reynolds Tube 
concern. A feature of the frame, which is 
of all-welded construction, is that the single 
front down member is a tapered tube. Twin 
top tubes sweep downward behind the gear 
box and then extend forward to form the 
engine cradle. At their forward ends they 
are welded to the taper tube. Pivoted-fork 
rear springing is, of course, featured. 

The front fork is of leading-link pattern 
and similar to that employed by Geoff Duke 
on the Norton he rode at Oulton Park last 
autumn. The stanchions are constructed. from 
large-diameter, light-gauge tubing. Welded to 
the lower end of each stanchion is a rear- 
wardly extending, box-section lug fabricated 
from sheet steel which houses the link pivots. 
Movement is controlled by Woodhead-Mon- 
roe shock absorbers located within the stan- 
chions. A Manx Norton front brake is em- 
ployed. The twin-leading-shoe rear brake is 
of Gilera origin. 

A novelty is that the engine has a German- 
made, light-alloy cylinder barrel with a 
chromium-plated bore.

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the Auto-Cycle Union has still not announced 
details of the Stars competition. It is under- 
stood that the finalized plans will allow for 
points to be gained at all national meetings, 
which is a bit hard on riders.

Points will be awarded, 
eight for a first place, six for a second, four 
for a third, three for a fourth, two for a 
fifth and one for a sixth. Tie deciders 
will be the greater number of firsts, then 
the greater number of seconds and, finally, 
the competitions committee will adjudicate 
if necessary.

LAST WEEK world’s 350 c.c. champion 
Keith Campbell was busy -making prepara- 
tions for the coming road-racing season. 
His problems concerning finding suitable 
machinery have been sorted out and he will 
be riding a brace of 1958 Manx Nortons 
under the Reg Dearden banner in the classic 
events. Campbell’s first outing will also be 
at Imola. His unexpected trip to Italy 
in search of racing machines proved fruit- 
less. Contrary to recent rumours, the Morini 
factory will not be participating in the classic 
series. However, Morini may field one rider 
(possibly Umberto Masetti) in certain Italian 
events. Another piece of news concerning 
Campbell is that he is in the process of 
buying a Maserati 250F grand-prix racing 
car.

N Oo diites cut and thrust has ever been seen

regional-restricted event open to riders from 
the South-Eastern, Southern and Wessex 
centres, the meeting was run by the Read- 
ing Ace Club. The undulating downland 
circuit at Aldworth, near Streatley, was hard 
and bumpy, particularly near the end of the 
Starting straight. Several riders fell heavily 
there and the most serious casualty was John 
Avery who suffered a broken arm and ribs. 

Star of the meeting was Don Rickman 
(499 B.S.A.) with two firsts and a second to 
his credit, and in the main event of the day 
—the 12-lap March Hare race—he took the 
lead at half-distance from Andy Lee (499 
B.S.A.). During the earlier stages, however, 
it was the dashing Joe Johnson (499 B.S.A.) 
who set the pace, but a magnificent Johnson- 
Lee duel was ruined when Johnson’s saddle 
came adrift. 

Another promising tussle was brought to 
an unhappy termination in the Experts’ 
final. Lee and Ken Heanes (498 Triumph) 
hurtled round almost neck and neck for two 
laps, then the Triumph rider was flagged off 
for having had his engine running during 
the dead-engine start. 

Geoff Ward had an unimpressive day, his 
498 cc. A.J.S. suffering from front-fork 
trouble. Machine mortality was fairly high 
and it was Tony White (499 B.S.A.) who was 
Rickman’s chief challenger in the last race 
of the afternoon. By then, well over half 
the spectators had departed, beaten by the 
almost arctic wind which swept across the 
Berkshire Downs. Within half a mile of the 
course, several lanes were still blocked by 
snow-drifts.

More About Tests 


,,EARS about the effects of the . proposed 
roadworthiness tests on the continued 
use of veteran machines were allayed by a 
written Parliamentary reply last week. The 
Minister of Transport said: “ We shall make 
regulations for vehicle tests which will enable 
veteran-type cars and motor cycles to be used 
on the roads for properly organized exhibitions 
and rallies.” It is assumed that the Minister 
had in mind events such as the Pioneer Run 
and the Banbury Run. 

In an oral answer the Minister refused to 
entertain a suggestion that vehicles should be 
inspected at Government-operated stations 
rather than at privately owned garages. He 
said that it would cost rather more than £1 
million to provide a chain of government 
stations and he did not accept the suggestion 
that private garages could not be relied on to 
carry out the tests in an unbiased fashion. 
The major abuses visualized by M.P.s and 
the motoring organizations are that garages 
might be tempted to list unnecessary repairs.

Death of Famous Excelsior 
Chairman and Designer 


((\HAIRMAN of the Excelsior company 

and of R. Walker and Son for 20 years, 
Reginald Eric Walker died peacefully on 
Wednesday of last week at Solihull, War- 
wickshire. He was 74 years old and had 
been in indifferent health for some time. 
Because of his recurring illnesses he had 
relinquished the post of managing director of 
both companies, though retaining the chair- 
manship, only a week before his death. The 
present managing director is his eldest son, 
Geoffrey. 

As a young man Mr. Walker joined the 
family business of R. Walker and Son, until 
1919 manufacturers of the Monarch motor 
cycle. In that year the -Bayliss-Thomas 
Excelsior firm was acquired, production of 
Excelsior machines was transferred to Tyse- 
ley, Birmingham, from Coventry and Mr. 
Waiker’s father became chairman and man- 
aging director of both organizations. Later 
R. E. Walker assumed managing directorship 
oil in 1938 succeeded his father as chairman. 

Designer of the Bayliss-Thomas light car, 
which was built at Tyseley from 1921 to 
1926, Mr. Walker was also responsible for 
the Excelsior on which S. A. Crabtree won 
the 1929 Lightweight T.T. and he co- 
operated in the design of the unorthodox 
“mechanical marvel” two-fifty which won 
the 1933 Lightweight T.T. with Sid Gleave 
in the saddle. His war-time activities in- 
cluded a number of Army projects, one of 
which was the manufacture of the folding 
Excelsior Welbike for the use of parachute 
troops; for his services he was awarded the 
M.B.E. In the years immediately following 
the war he was associated with the founding 
of the Vintage Club and himself took part 
in some of the club’s early activities. He 
leaves a widow and two sons, Geoffrey and 
Dennis, both of whom are engaged in the 
family business. The funeral took place last 
Friday afternoon at Temple Balsall, War- 
wickshire. 


New Headquarters

Easing Entry 


> ere IED foreign travel documenta- 

tion has been given another boost. From 
Monday next, France joins Austria, Western 
Germany, Sweden and Switzerland in waiv- 
ing the carnet (or triptyque) system for 
tourists’ vehicles. The new French arrange- 
ments apply to privately owned cars only on 
that date and will not be introduced for two- 
wheelers, sidecar outfits and three-wheelers 
until June 1. On leaving British ports 
machines will be covered, so far as the British 
Customs are concerned, by form 29C (Sale), 
part 1 of which will be retained by the Cus- 
toms officer; part 2 has to be surrendered 
when the machine returns to Britain. At the 


French port a laisser-passer will be issued 
free of charge on production of the British 
log book for the machine. 

The French government has failed to ex- 
p'ain the two months’ delay in easing the 
regulations for motor cyelists apart from the 
suggestion that as the system for motor cycies 
(and similar-category machines) is slighty 
different from that for private cars (which 
will be issued with a simple windscreen 
sticker), more time is necessary to complete 
the arrangements. 

Discrimination against motor cyclists by 
the French authorities is becoming a habit. 
‘The scheme that allows tourists to buy petiol 
in France at much reduced prices was denied 
to motor cyclists, but not car owners, last 
year atter being in force for only a few 
months. Persistent representations by the 
Royal Automobile Club have so far failed to 
get the concession reintroduced.
